Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After reviewing the information disclosure statement and conducting a search 
none of the searched references alone or in combination discloses the claimed 
waveguide gas laser having the recited limitations of independent claims 1,11,12 and 
16. 

Regarding claims 1-11, 

None of the searched references discloses the structural arrangement of 
independent claims 1 and 1 1 and in particular having the recited igniter electrode 
structural arrangement with the recited distances to provide an electric field across the 
lateral extension, which is greater than the electric field of the waveguide channel. 
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Regarding claims 12-15, 

None of the searched references discloses the method steps of independent 
claim 12 and in particular having the step of providing a lateral extension and applying 
an electric field across greater than the electric field across the waveguide channel. 

Regarding claims 16-19, 

None of the searched references discloses the structural arrangement of 
independent claim 16 and in particular having the recited igniter electrode structural 
arrangement with the recited distances to provide an electric field in the open region, 
which is greater than the electric field in the waveguide channel.
